DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S;C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Saccomanno (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0025842). 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, Saccomanno discloses a projection system (see 
FIGS. 1-14) having a projection display (also see FIGS. 1-14), comprising: an 
illumination source (see arrows representing light entering elements 160a-b of FIG. 3) 
for producing light; a light-dividing prism (see 163a-b of FIG. 3) for receiving light from 
the illumination source; and a plurality of integrators (see 168a, 170a, 172b; 168b, 170b, 
172b; and 168c, 170c, 172c of FIG. 3), wherein the light received from the illumination 
source is provided to each of the plurality of integrators (see 166a-b and 169a-c of FIG. 
3). 

Regarding claims 2 and 7, Saccomanno discloses wherein each integrator is 
further coupled to one or more imaging devices (see 41 1-412 in FIG. 4). 

Regarding claims 3 and 8, Saccomanno discloses wherein the plurality of 
integrators are fiber integrators (see 172a, 172b, and 172c of FIG. 3). 
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Regarding claims 4 and 10, Saccomanno discloses wherein the light-dividing 
prism has one of a square shape and a rectangular shape (see shapes of 163a-b in 
FIG. 3). 

Regarding claims 5 and 10, Saccomanno discloses wherein the light-dividing 
prism divides the light based on polarization control (see pg. 4, paragraph [0070], lines 
4-5).
